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NEW RED PROGRAM FOR WORLD CONQUEST 


During the past month the world's two leading Communists reaffirmed that Communists the 
world over are working on the basis that Communism eventually will conquer the world. 


Speaking at the 20th Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, February 14, 
Party Secretary Nikita Khrushchev said, "The socialist system will win in the competition be- 
tween the two systems — the capitalist and the socialist". And he added, "The more favorable 
conditions for the victory of socialism created in other countries (today) are due to the fact that 
socialism has won in the Soviet Union and is winning in the People's Democracies". 


Similarly, Mao Tse-Tung, Chairman of the Communist Party of Red China, told the Party 
Congress in Moscow by letter February 15, that the socialist camp “headed by the Soviet Union, 
is assured of world victory." 


But the Reds today do not expect victory to come automatically. Khrushchev, in fact, 
laid down a series of directives to guide all Communists during the coming years — those inside 
the Communist Empire and those in Communist Parties in free countries throughout the world. 
Because the Reds expect that this program will bring them closer to world victory, it deserves 
every effort on our part to understand it and how it is intended to work. 


Red Plan For Victory 


The more or less specific directives set forth by Khrushchev are as follows: 


1) Intensify commercial competition among the Western powers by reducing the market 
areas in which non-Communist countries can trade. "The problem of markets is becoming all the 
more acute because the frontiers of the capitalist world market are increasingly contracting as a 
result of the formation of the new and growing socialist world market," Khrushchev said. He ex- 
pects that the increasing battle for export markets will increase rivalries and disagreements among 
the Western powers, thus weakening any unified opposition toward Communist advances . 


2) Work toward “collective security in Europe. ...in Asia.... and disarmament". 
Khrushchev did not conceal the fact that these moves, if successful, would scuttle defensive 


alliances against Communist aggression, such as NATO in Europe, SEATO in Southeast Asia, 
and METO in the Middle East. 
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movement of labor and others is developing and can be propelled forward. In the absence of a 
labor-led third party, it is around a Democratic candidate, whoever it will be, that such a move- 
ment will develop. 


"The future for the American people [ that is, for the Communists in America] lies in moving 
forwards and away from the Democratic Party, not backwards and toward the Republican Party." 


What Do The Reds Hope To Accomplish? 


Albert E. 8lumberg, Legislative Representative of the Communist Party, U.S.A., and now 
under indictment for teaching the violent overthrow of the U. S. Government frankly states in 
"Political Affairs" for January 1956: "The Left and progressive forces see the 1956 elections as 
an exceptional and challenging opportunity to carry on mass political activity". But adds, “Such 
political activity does not regard elections as ends in themselves. Rather its aims are to help: 

a) win victories in the labor and people's struggle for their most pressing needs — peace, economic 
well-being, equal rights for the Negro people and civil liberties; b) strengthen the independent 
political action of labor and its allies with a view to a political realignment leading towards a 
labor-farmer, anti-monopoly party; and c) increase the role and contribution of the Left, includ- 
ing the Marxists (Communists), as an essential factor in the further growth of the people's demo- 
cratic coalition". 


The "central problem" for Communists in furthering this a-b-c plan is to promote "broad 
popular sentiment... . for an end to the cold war and for peaceful coexistence" and to further 
the "movement of labor, the farmers, the Negro people, the small businessmen and professionals, 
and large sections of women and youth against the Cadillac Cabinet and the GOP-Dixiecrat 
alliance in Congress". 


Specific Red Targets Listed 


To carry out this program, Blumberg advises Communists to attack the " Johnson-Rayburn 
line of ‘party unity' with the Dixiecrats . . . . the Harriman-Truman line of attacking Geneva (and) 
. ««. the vacillations and retreats of Adlai Stevenson". At the same time, Reds are ordered to 
support and influence “pro-peace, pro-labor, pro-civil rights elements in and around both parties, 
especially the Democratic Party". This, in turn, will be reflected in political support for "liberal 
pro-labor, pro-civil rights spokesmen for peaceful negotiations and coexistence" while they fight 
to defeat "confirmed opponents of Geneva... . in both parties" and "representatives of the ag- 
gressively reactionary Dulles-Nixon-Brownell forces . . . . and against their Dixiecraft and other 
reactionary Democratic allies". 


This is clear warning that during the next nine months Communists will be working to in- 
fluence both major parties to support candidates as far Left as possible. This obviously places a 
special responsibility on both Republican and Democratic party workers from the ward and county 
level up to top national party levels to expose and defeat Communist activities. These activities, 
as Blumberg explained, are aimed not toward aiding the major political parties, but for further- 
ing the destruction of them both. 


Splitting Tactics Inside Labor 


While trying, in effect, to split the more liberal wing off from the center and conservative 
groups of the Democratic Party and get it under Communist influence, the Reds also will be using 
the pre-election season to follow similar splitting tactics within labor. 


Blumberg states, "No one should minimize the new obstacles (to Communist plans) presented 
by the anti-Geneva, rabidly anti-Soviet policies of the Meany-Lovestone (George Meany, Presi- 
dent AFL-CIO and Jay Lovestone, AFL's expert on Communism) cabal policies which link up with 
the Harriman-Truman position and with the clerical and Right-wing Social Democratic forces." 

To attack the AFL-CIO's anti-Communist position, Blumberg advises a propaganda campaign to

convince people "that Meany does not speak for the rank and file"; that some labor groups want a 
less negative approach to Geneva; and some (Textile, Butchers, Packing, Clothing, Hotel and 
Restaurant) unions want a relatively positive attitude toward Geneva. 


Even as Blumberg pointed out the Communist Party's objectives and some of the tactics they 
will use, he admits that there is trouble on the Left. “Political unclarity" tops the list. Some 
people of the Left are working for a "third party in 1956" while others (including the Communists) 
seek to carve a third party out of the Democratic Party later on. Even the Communist struggle for 
a labor-farmer party has been weak; and Communists have not "extended their relations with 
honest Left and socialist-minded forces" (as Party Secretary Khrushchev has ordered). 


Thus, during the coming months we can also expect to see increased discussion of "con- 
fusions which make for disunity" on the Left and statements of "the broad areas of agreement 
which do exist" between Communists and other Left groups. These include "peace, civil rights, 
civil liberties; the perspective for an eventual labor-based third party; and the need to increase 
the role of the Left and socialist forces in American life". 


Expected Future Developments 


From these discussions, Blumberg hopes the unified Left will come up with "varied forms of 
independent political expression — not a party, but movements mobilizing people on the issues 
and able to develop independent pressure within the two-party system". These may even be “non- 
partisan" mass movements. 


Blumberg concludes on a slightly sad note which nonetheless underscores the danger of the 
Communists in America, "The Party is small in size, but as it strengthens its ties with the masses, 
of working people, Negro and white, pursues a correct united front policy and popularizes its 
views and aims, it will be able to play a vital role in helping to influence the course of events". 


The task of anti-Communists is clearly to improve their work in exposing Communist attempts 
to deceive others into furthering Communist efforts to split Republicans, Democrats and labor in 
order both to promote the foreign policy interests of the Soviet Union and to form a Red-dominated 
third party as a way to political power in the United States. 


A key move in this effort is to identify Communists as agents of a foreign power, in line 
with the recent findings of the Subversive Activities Control Board. 


THE MIDDLE EAST FIGHTS BACK 


For a number of years the Soviet Union, aided by Communist Parties primarily in Europe and 
the United States, have been fighting a strong propaganda war against military pacts such as NATO. 


These pacts bind together countries which oppose further Communist aggression and the Reds, 


naturally, regard them as obstacles to continued Communist progress in gaining domination of the 
world, 


The most recent pact of this nature is the Baghdad Pact, binding together several countries 
in the explosive Middle East, in an agreement to oppose Communist advances. And Red propa- 
gandists have lost no time in mounting a campaign to break up the pact. 


What makes this war significant to Americans is that these Baghdad Pact countries — Pakis- 
tan, Iran, Iraq and Turkey — are on the front line in the fight against Communism. Right now 
the major Red offensive is against Iran. And the Iranians are fighting back. 


It is a strange war. It is a conflict of words and ideas, instead of combat between men and 
guns and machines. But it is no less fatal to lose. Once the Red propagandist's ideas are accepted, 
the red cloak of Communism begins to creep across a country, as, in fact, it did in Iran not many 
years ago when former Premier Mossedeq was in power. 
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The Lenin Blueprint 


This is apparently what Lenin expected at first. As he explains it, "For a certain time not 
only bourgeois rights but even the bourgeoise state remains under Communism — without the 
bourgeoisie." "Bourgeois rights" means private ownership and pay according to work performed. 
"Bourgeois state" means a state apparatus with a large standing army and police force. 


According to Lenin, however, the second stage of Communism will lead to the elimination 
of all bourgeoisie "taint" and to the economic organization of society on the basis — "Contribute 
according to ability, receive according to need". Thus, the complete transfer to Communism 
might destroy some of the privileges of the present privileged class. 


All this background pounds home one smashing point: Communism, as the world understands 
it, has never existed in the Soviet Union. Communism has not even been tried except in a few 
social experiments carried on in the United States during the 19th century, and all of these ex- 
periments failed. Lenin, himself, who outlined what society would be like under the first stage 
of Communism, fails when it comes to describing the second stage. 


In "State and Revolution" he declares, "It has never entered the head of any socialist to 
‘promise' that the highest phase of Communism will arrive; while the great socialists, in fore- 
seeing its arrival, presuppose a productivity of labor unlike the present and a person not like 
the present man in the street, capable of spoiling, without reflection, the stores of social wealth 
and of demanding the impossible. 


"Until the ‘higher' phase of Communism arrives, the socialists demand the strictest control 
by society and by the state of the quantity of labor and the quantity of consumption", Lenin said. 
In other words, there is no blueprint for the transition to Communism. There are only prerequi- 
sites: 1) greatly increased labor productivity, 2) a new type of man who operates without money 
incentives and acts properly without the need for laws and police control, 3) a condition pre- 
sented by Lenin elsewhere, namely; a Communist dominated world. 


Is Instability A Possibility? 


A transition of this kind has deep meaning for the present privileged classes in the Soviet 
Union, made up of top Army, Navy and Air Force officers, government bureaucrats, plant man- 
agers and highly skilled technicians such as scientists, writers and artists. This group, with which 
Georgi Malenkov has been identified, have a vested interest in present-day privileges. The 
transition to Communism, supposedly, will wipe out their privileges. 


"Building Communism" also has something of interest to the free world. As the Communists 
move into relatively uncharted ideological seas, where there may be room for a variety of inter- 
pretations, there is more likelihood of instability in the ruling group. This may result in radical 
and sometimes illogical changes in Soviet foreign policy. It may also result in further dissatis- 
faction with Communism among Soviet citizens who have a vested interest in the present highly 
un-Communist conditions. 


Without much doubt, the transition of the Communists in the Soviet Union into "stage two" 
opens the doors to intense competition for survival between East and West. It is the start of 
Communism's most dangerous era — an era during which the final victory of Red tyranny or free- 


dom will be decided. 
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
